HOPE FOR REVENGE OVER BADGERS FADES 


* 


Due to the discussion of the proposed highway bond issue, 
some of the provisions of the State Constitution relative to bond 
issues may i» e interesting to readers of The Brainerd Dispatch. 
A Highway bulletin this week gives us a sy nopsis of the sections 
governing bonds. 
Article XVI of the constitution, which is the trunk highway 
amendment adopted in 19 20, creates a fund to be known as the 
“trunk highway sinking fund.” 
It provides that all proceeds of 
any tax imposed on motor vehicles shall go into this fund, to l>e 
used to pay the principal and interest of any bonds which may be 
issued under the trunk highway amendment. 
The constitution 
then provides that any money in excess of such requirements shall 
he transferred to a fund to be known as the trunk highway fund, 
To be used for the improvement and maintenance of the trunk 
highway s. 
This means that if any bonds are issued, a sum will have to 
be set aside each y ear sufficient to pay the interest and retire the 
bonds when due, before any money can be used for other purposes. 
If $20,000,000 bonds were issued, due in lfi y ears, it would be 
necessary to put $9 00,400 into the sinking fund and pay $800,000 
interest each y ear, assuming that the state would pay 4 per cent 
on the bonds and get 4 per cent on the sinking fund accumulations. 
In practice, however, the state usually gets more interest on what 
it loans out than it pay s on what it borrows. 
At any rate the sinking fund and interest allotments each 
y ear would he well under $1,800,000, or less than one-fifth of the 
motor vehicle receipts. 
The saving in maintenance alone would 
amount to more than the interest. 
It is quite clear that there 
would never be the slightest danger that there would 1m* any need 
to use the provision of the constitution which permits a general 
tax levy in case funds are needed to pay the bonds. That provi­ 
sion, however, serves a useful purpose. 
By placing I he credit of 
the state behind the bonds, it gives the state the lowest possible 
interest rate. 
The constitution limits the amount of bonds which may be 
issued in one y ear to $10,000,000. This is one reason why $20,- 
000,000 is named as the amount recommended for two y ears. An­ 
other reason is that the engineering staff of the highway depart­ 
ment is organized so it can easily supervise the additional work 
if $10,000,000 a y ear were added to the construction program, but 
there might be difficulty in expanding the organization so as to 
give proper supervision to a much larger program. Still another 
reason is that new grades must be given time to settle before pav­ 
ing is built. 
I£ much more than $20,000,000 were to be spent for 
paving in the -next two y ears, it would be necessary to rush grnd 
ing work to shorten the waiting period between grading and pav­ 
ings The waiting period is essential for good paving where there 
are heavy cuts and fills. ------------ o—

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ROAD BONDS WOULD NOT INCREASE TAXES 


HOPE FOR REVENGE OVER BADGERS FADES 


* 


Due to the discussion of the proposed highway bond issue 
some of the provisions of the State Constitution relative to bone 
issues may be interesting to readers of The Brainerd Dispatch 
A Highway bulletin this week gives us a synopsis of the sections 
governing bonds. 
Article XVI of the constitution, which is the trunk highway 
amendment adopted in 1920, creates a fund to be known as the 
“trunk highway sinking fund.” 
It provides that all proceeds of 
any tax imposed on motor vehicles shall go into this fund, to be 
used to pay the principal and interest of any bonds which may be 
issued under the trunk highway amendment. 
The constitution 
then provides that any money in excess of such requirements sha 
be transferred to a fund to be known as the trunk highway func 
to be used for the improvement and maintenance of the trunk 
highways. 
This means that if any bonds are issued, a sum will have to 
be set aside each year sufficient to pay the interest and retire the 
bonds when due, before any money can be used for other purposes 
If $20,000,000 bonds were issued, due in 15 years, it would be 
necessary to put $960,400 into the sinking fund and pay $800,000 
interest each year, assuming that the state would pay 4 per cent 
on the bonds and get 4 per cent on the sinking fund accumulations 
In practice, however, the state usually gets more interest on what 
it loans out than it pays on what it borrows. 
At any rate the sinking fund and interest allotments each 
year would be well under $1,800,000, or less than one-fifth of the 
motor vehicle receipts. 
The saving in maintenance alone woulc 
amount to more than the interest. 
It is quite clear that there 
would never be the slightest danger that there would be any need 
to use the provision of the constitution which permits a genera 
tax levy in case funds are needed to pay the bonds. That provi­ 
sion, however, serves a useful purpose. 
By placing the credit of 
the state behind the bonds, it gives the state the lowest possible 
interest rate. 
The constitution limits the amount of bonds which may be 
issued in one year to $10,000,000. This is one reason why $20,- 
000,000 is named as tho amount recommended for two years. An­ 
other reason is that the engineering staff of the highway depart­ 
ment is organized so it can easily supervise the additional work 
if $10,000,000 a year were added to the construction program, but 
there might be difficulty in expanding the organization so as to 
give proper supervision to a much larger program. Still another 
reason is that new grades must be given time to settle before pav­ 
ing is built. If mucty more than $20,000,000 were to be spent for 
paving in the n e x t two years, it would be necessary to rush grad 
ing work to shorten the waiting period between grading and pav- 
. iog^-The waiting period is essential for good paving where there 
are heavy cuts and fills.

SENATE RESUMES BORAH-REED 
FENCING DUEL OVER THE 
ANTI-WAR TREATY 


HOUSE TAKES UP PROVISIONS OF 
THE ARMY APPROPRIA­ 
TION BILL 
By PAUL H. MALLON 
(United Press Staff Correspondent.) 
W ashington, Jan. 4.— <U.R>— Peace 
and war were the twin subjects of 
discussion in congress today when 
the senate resumed the Borah-Reed 
fencing duel over the anti-w ar treaty 
and the house took up the army up 
propitiation bill. 
The navy hill rest­ 
ed on Ute senate shelf to await dis­ 
position of the peace pact. 
Today Borah was concluding his 
explanation and defense of the new 
59-nation peace pact and Reed was 
pacing the floor waiting for an o p ­ 
portunity to answer him. 
Borah's argument, delivered in his 
m asterful debating style, is that the 
treaty Is the best earnest effort the 
World has made toward peace. 
It 
embodies, he says, no obligatiou on 
the part of the United States to en­ 
force it and gives every nation the 
righ t of self defertse, allowing that 
nation to determine what it consid­ 
ers self defense. 
The Monroe doctrine is fully pro­ 
tected under the self defense pro­ 
vision, he contends. 
He knows of 
no possibility whereby the doctrine 
or any other American right might 
become involved in the League of 
N ations to which all the other signa­ 
tories of the treaty, belong, except 
the United States. 
Reed, who is biding his time to 
m ake the answer of the modest min­ 
ority opposition, contends that cither 
the treaty is worthless as an instru­ 
ment of peace or it does involve the 
United States in some possibilities of 
conflict with European politics and 
the League. 
Of other m atters under considera­ 
tion by the senate chief interest was 
lodged in the two prohibition bills 
before the judiciary committee. 
One 
by Jones of W ashington proposes a 
senate investigation of prohibition 
and the other by King of Utah sug­ 
gests transfer of prohibition enforce-j
